Thrilling Flight 


On April 21, 1912 Clarence A. 
deGiers, Early Bird and pioneer 














airman, in a Gnome _ motored 
Bleriot machine, made Panama’s 
first aeroplane flight at the Sa- 
banas on the outskirts of Panama 
City. 

The Jack Knight Air Mail So- 
ciety, The Early Birds, and the 
Pan American World Airways 
System believe that the deGiers 
exploit of 1912 was significant 
for Panama, Central and South 
America and that it merits a his- 
torical commemorative souvenir 
airmail cover. 

Therefore, these organizations 
are co-sponsoring an _ especially 
dedicated “40th Anniversary Com- 
memorative Flight” on April 21, 
1952 from Panama, R. de P. to 
Miami, Florida. 

Pan American World Airways 
has printed a multicolored de- 
Giers gummed airmail etiquette 
for use and in honor of the occa- 
sion. The Jack Knight Air Mail 
Society will apply also an ap- 
propriately designed rubber- 
stamped cachet to philatelic cov- 
ers carried on the flight. 

Collectors and others desiring 
the cachet and PAA etiquette 
(Via “Correo Aero” sticker) should 
send self-addressed but unstuffed 
and unsealed 3%” x 6%” enve-| 
lopes together with 20 cents or 
unused postage stamps to David 
C. Crockett, c/o Postmaster, Gar- 
den City, a I, N. Y. To those 
who prefer or "want printed ca- 
chets the sponsors will furnish a 
pencilled-addressed, printed-ca- | 
chet rag bond cover also at 20 | 
cents each. Deadline is April 15, 
1952 at Garden City. Covers to 
go must not be franked with 
United States stamps as they are 
not valid for postage in the Re- 
public of Panama. The sponsors 
will affix Panamanian airmail 
stamps and will insert in each 
unsealed envelope a descriptive 
folder containing text and five 
photo reproductions of the origin- 
al flight. 

After processing at Garden City 

the covers will be transported by 
air to Panama City, R. de P. for 
philatelic treatment and_  dis- 
patched on the deGiers 50th An- 
niversary Flight. Covers will be 
backstamped at Miami. Mr. 
Clarence A. deGiers, now Presi- 
dent of The Liquidometer Cor- 
poration, Long Island City, N. Y., 
will be a passenger on the PAA 
commemorative flight. 
No service charge has been 
made. The twenty-cent fee ap- 
proximates airmail expenses from 
Garden City to Panama City and 
for Panamanian dispatch to Mi- 
ami and points beyond. No pro- 
vision for the servicing of these 
covers exists at Panama City. 

The story of the DeGiers Flight 
is an interesting one. It is re- 
produced herewith from the April 
33, 1912 edition of the Star & 
Herald of Panama, Republic of 
Panama:— 


Flying At Las Sabanas 


deGiers Entertains Big Crowd 
Flight a Perfect Success 


Clarence A. deGiers, the young 
New York aviator, gave Panama 
its first exhibition of a flying ma- 


noon at the Sabanas, April 21. 
Thousands of residents gathered 
on the “Juan Franco” lands of 
Don Nicanor A. de Obarrio, dis- 
tant about two miles from the 
city and patiently awaited the 
demonstration of another .of the 
century’s miracles. It was an or- 
derly crowd, composed of all 
classes of the Isthmian population, 
cosmopolitan to the last degree, 
of all nationalities, all colors and 
creeds, but each and every one 
anxious to see that of which they 
had read so much—a machine 
heavier than air, whirling its 
flight through the skies, obedient 
to the every command of its 
human guide, 


A Fine Afternoon 


The afternoon was ideal for the 
exhibition, the sun beating down 
hot upon the parched fields, with 
hardly a breath of air stirring the 
leaves of the surrounding forest. 

The time for the flight had been 
fixed at four o’clock, and as that 
hour passed with no sign of activ- 
ity from the aviator or his helpers, 
the crowd became somewhat rest- 
less, a few fearing that at the 





last moment some mishap had

occurred to prevent the enter- 
tainment for which they had come 
such a long distance. 

However, about 4:15 the anxi- 
ous crowds were cheered by the 
airship appearing from its tent 
on a nearby knoll, being pushed 
along to its starting place by the 
aviator’s corps of assistants. Then 
followed a delay of about 20 min- 
utes, necessitated by a last care- 
ful inspection of all the parts of 
the manmade bird—, every wire, 
every bolt, every piece of the me- 
chanism, upon the security of 
which the life of a brave young- 
ster depended, being thoroughly 
examined by expert eyes. A me- 
chanician gave a whirl to the 
propeller blades, young deGiers 
took his seat in his Pegasus, the 
word was given to release the 
vibrating charger, which, after 
running along the ground a dis- 
tance of about 150 feet, as if eager 
to get away from the insignifi- 
cance of the every-day world, 
suddenly ‘lifted itself above the 
surrounding fields and sailed as 
smoothly as a swallow, to the 
higher regions of the earth, 


Band Plays, Crowd Cheers 


At the instant the machine left 
the ground, the pent-up emotions 
of the thousands of enchanted 
spectators broke loose into a long 
round of cheers, the band struck 
up a lively strain and unconfined 
enthusiasm over the demonstra- 
tion that man had at last con- 
quered the air seized the crowd. 

The machine, under perfect 
control at all times, made a wide 
circuit of the surrounding fields 
and the nearby bay, and after 
encircling three times, in a cir- 
cumference of about four miles 
at the rate of about 40 miles an 
hour, the aviator gracefully low- 
ered his machine to earth near 
the starting point, and Panama’s 
first aviation meet was over. 

The ground was well attended, 
probably over 3,000 persons hav- 
ing entered the gate, while a large 
number viewed the flight from 
points of vantage not controlled 
bythe promoters. A long train 
of automobiles and carriages was 
drawn up on the Sabanas road for 
hundreds of yards on either side 
of the gate. The cars of the Auto- 
mobile Company were kept busy 
all the afternoon assisting to 
transport the people to and from 
the ground.

Since there was no portrait of 
Petri in existence, the designer, 
William Peterson, chose a wood- 
cut from Petri’s prayerbook. Sven 
Ewert did the engraving. 

This issue is to mark the 400th 
anniversary of the death of the 
reformer. After preliminary stu- 
dies in Sweden, Petri obtained 
his first university degree in 1518 
at Wittenberg (in Germany). 
There he is believed to have been 
a disciple and follower of Martin 
Luther, 

Upon his return home he was 
appointed the secretary to Bishop 
Mattias of Strangnas, where he 
started preaching the new doc- 
trines. He subsequently attracted 
the attention of King Gustaf Vasa 
who called him to Stockholm to 
propagate the new faith and be 
of assistance to the king. 

King Gustaf at that time was 
sponsoring a reformation, mostly 
perhaps for the chance of grab- 
bing the vast properties of the 
Catholic Church. 

By and by Olavus Petri fell 
into disgrace, was prosecuted, and 
sentenced to death in 1540. He 
was pardoned, however, and three 
years later appointed rector of 
the Cathedral of Stockholm, 
where he preached freely until 
his death April 19, 1552. 

SWEDEN: The General Post 
Office has asked the king for a 
new considerable increase in the 
postal rates. Most noticeable is 
a 33 1/3% increase in the foreign 
letter rate. Other advances are} 
asked for domestic letters over | 
20gr and for all classes of parcel | 
post. 

No simple or common rate is 
covered by the 140 ore Olavus 
Petri, so perhaps we shall be 
spared these increases till after 
April 19, or might that value be 
a philatelic dud? 

Anyhow, the new rates shall 
mean several new regulars (400 
King Gustaf VI Adolf) and new 
colors in the “King” and “Three 
Crowns” types, and the postal 
cards and letter cards must also 
be revised in keeping with the 
new denominations and colors. _

Readers of this publication of course know the truth. They know 
how Linn’s was the first to dig out the facts as concerns the mess 
in which the UN stamps sales had become mired. It is to be re- 
gretted that others can boldly come forth and claim credit for ferret- 
ing out the facts as concerns orders for 
covers and stamps, when it is proven by 
the pages of our publication that the arti- 
cle by Mr. Herst gave the true story of 
the situation long before any other paper 
had awakened to it.

we should add our voice to those of philatelic writers who find it 
easier to rush into print with condemnation than to take the time 
and trouble to actually investigate, learn the truth, and give a fair 


appraisal and report of the situation.” indicating I suppose that this 
is what they did. Needless to say readers of Linn’s know better. It 
is a pity that others can not be informed of the truth for it was of 
course our first story on the UN that led Mr. Herst to visit the UN, 
talk with the top Brass as well as many of the other employees and 
get a complete picture of the situation. This story was printed in 
our paper before any other publication dreamed of printing any- 
thing for these other papers all believe in letting things alone as much 
as possible. The true story was in our columns and is approved by 
parties who stand high in the service of the UN Postal Service. Let 
us quote you from a letter from Sidonie K. Lederer to Mr. Herst. 
“Please forgive my discourtesy in not writing and thanking you, I 
can only plead as an excuse the extreme pressure under which I 
work ,, . When that pressure lessens I should like to write you at 
length and discuss further your article in Linn’s—-WHICH HAS

It must be remembered that Mr. Herst’s story was printed weeks 
before that similar story in our contemporary which now tries to 
claim the credit for pointing out the true situation in UN stamp 
circles. Furthermore, there was not a single new point brought 
out by the later story showing that Mr. Herst did the job thoroughly 
and people standing high in UN postal service commend Mr. Herst 
for his effort to get the real facts. 

And to all of the above Joe Zollman also adds his “amen” in a 
note with the same letter from Sidonie Lederer. 


Facts About First Day Covers 


Have you ever seriously tried to look back in relation to your 
collection of First Day Covers. It is doubtful if many have. Most 
of you probably think they just run back year after year but such 
is not the case. First Day covers only started about 1924 or 25. 
Up to this time one seldom saw or heard of them. I feel rather 
proud of the fact that I am credited with being the producer of the 
first cacheted first day cover. This was.a cover with a 2c black 
Harding. No earlier cacheted First Day Cover is known. This was 
1923. I well remember having seen FDC of the Walloons I remem- 
ber the flurry over mailing FDC at Cleveland when the Valley Forge 
stamp was issued first day there. I remember that the P. O. clerks 
would cancel in any color and I also remember of having placed 
various old U. S. stamps which were without gum, thus not too de- 
sirable, on covers and having the clerks cancel them. I distinctly 
remember of having a 3c 1869 canceled in green at that time. 

Recently I got hold of a lot of these Valley Forge FDC from 
Cleveland and the other cities. None of them have a cachet, Cachets 
did not come into very general use till several years later. 

_ One thing that gave first day cover collecting a boost was the 
First Flight Air Mail Covers which became popular with the be- 
ginning of the Air Mail Service. ; 

Some of the earliest cacheted first day covers were produced 
by your editor under the name of LINPRINT in Columbus. Recently 
I have been trying to pick up copies of all of those cachets which I 
produced and I have acquired quite a number starting with the 2c 
Arbor Day and running up to 1942. Whether I produced any others 
before the Arbor Day I do not remember and would probably have 
to check early files of this paper to see if such were advertised. It 
is interesting however to go back and try now to complete the series 
that I printed. 

Too many of you who collect FDC today realize that the Art 
Craft covers only came into being about 1939 and many others known 
today have had a much shorter life so that if you want to go back 
and complete your covers you are going to have to take what was 
made in those days and let me tell you that most of this material is 
far more rare than any catalog indicates, and the earlier ones seldom 
have cachet. Also in the early days such things as pencil addressed 
or unaddressed were unknown, most covers are on envelopes of 
some odd size and addressed with pen and ink. You can not be 
choosy if you want the old covers, you got to take what is available 
and be thankful you got them.

There’s Fun In 


Boys Club Work 


By William A. “Pop” Ide 


Every city should have a Boys 
Club and every Boys Club should 
have a stamp class. Stamp classes 
add a certain amount of mental 
zest to the round of activities 
which go to make up the funda- 
mentals of every boys club. 

That stamp classes do have a 
generous appeal to the immature 
mind of the boy can best be illus- 
trated by the fact that my two 
classes in the Scranton Boys Club 
—Big Brothers Organization club 
rooms have more than doubled in 
attendance this year and member- 
ship must be held down. In fact, 
I shall be compelled to split the 
two classes into junior and senior 
grades although several in the 
junior grades can catalog a stamp 
equal to an old collector. 

Teaching boys’ stamp classes is 
all fun if the teacher can throw 
his years of austerity to the winds 
and become a boy again. For the 
class hour the teacher must shake 
the cobwebs of Tannu Touva and 
Azerbaijan out of his head, forget 
whether a stamp is a relic or com- 
munistic, how many were issued 
in the series and all the foofaraw 
that go into knowledge of a stamp 
collection. The teacher must start 
from scratch, 

It makes no great difference 
whether the boy has an album or 
not, generally it may be an old 
book or a tablet, what difference 
does it make so long as the boy 
is interested and you can provide 
enough “cheaps” to keep him busy 
inside the club, off the street and 
out of trouble. There are many 
pleasant angles to boys club work. 

I started my boys on one, two 
and three cent stamps. I told 
stories about the presidents on 
those stamps, how the stamps are 
made and of what they are made, 
then after I had reached the boys 
ear I demonstrated on the black- 
board what perforations and 
watermarks were for. I started 
the class in the primary grade and 
allowed it to expand into higher 
stampdom, 

Fine points, foreign stamps and 
good albums come after the boy 
understands the who, which, 
what and why of the cheap United 
States stamps. 

Then every boy endeavors to 
collect ten stamps each week, not 
of different issues but ten stamps 
and they may be of one issue and 
one edenomination. One import- 
ant thing I do stress is the fact 
that stamps can not be mounted 
properly without good hinges and 
that mucilage and scotch tape are 
strictly taboo. 

Cheap stamps are sufficient for 
the first year’s training but 
watch out on the second year be- 
cause you may learn a whole lot 
from the boys and receive the 
surprise of your life. For  in- 
stance: one of my boys in the 
Scranton Boys Club central city 
building was rather diffident the 
first year, although he spent forty- 
eight cents weekly to attend class, 
when suddenly he became active. 

That is one of the surprises of 
teaching and it is most encourag- 
ing to the teacher. This boy began 
to realize what it was all about 
and lo and behold this past month 
he came to class with full sheets 
of every United Nations issue, 
then, after my surprise had some- 
what subsided he looked at me 
with a sly twinkle in his eyes and 
said “Look into this box Mr. Ide, 
and see what I also picked up in 
New York City.” 

That youngster had eighty plate 
blocks in that box! All out for 
stamps isn’t all there is to his 
story because his father had also 
become active after listening to 
the boy tell about his stamp class 
in Boys Club and promised the 
boy that if he would graduate 
from high school he would send 
him to college for a special study 





in stampdom and he can go into 
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business. ; 

There are many pleasant fea- 
tures to teaching philately. 

My advice is to give the boys 
easy to get stamps until they learn 
to collect for fun and not profit; 
never to buy stamps until they 
have use for them; if they don’t 
understand an issue to consult an 
old collector or a dealer who be- 
longs to the stamp dealers associa- 
tion where he will be told truth- 
fully about his request; do not 
buy all stamps sent upon approval 
but to select only those required 
to fill the space in his album; 
and, above all, be a philatelist 
and not a hoarder collector. 

Let the boy choose his stamps 
but teach him to specialize. He 
learns quicker from specializing. 

Every boy in my classes has 
reported that his marks in school 
have improved and each boy is 
proud that he can tell where 
countries are in his geography 
class. Stamp classes are an asset 
to any boys education. Teaching 
stamp classes in Boys Clubs is 
fun. Boys Club-Big Brother Or- 
ganizations work for the boys’ 
best interests and it is a pleasure 
to be connected in the work. 

To the readers of Linns here is 
just a little something to mull 
over in their minds and in the 
silence of the night its effect may 
rebound: When life’s scars go 
searing through my arteries like 
the recurrent waves of an atom 
bomb in hell ’tis then I thank God 
for my hobby; He created phila- 
tely as a solace to my mind. 


New Vatican, Italy 
Series Expected 


News on two _ long-awaited 
Italian postal issues is sent by P. 
Ostrow, Elizabeth, N. J. One 
item deals with the proposed Ro- 
man Centenary issue by Vatican 
City. The other concerns replace- 
ments of the current Italian 
“Labor” set. 

The Vatican commemorative 
may appear as soon as April. Prof, 
Corrado Mezzana, noted designer 
of Italian and Vatican stamps, 
has been at work on the design. 
No official announcement has 
been made, but it is understood 
that the stamp will reproduce the 
celebrated 50 bajocchi stamp of 
the Roman States (Scotts No. 13) 
and that Vatican City may break 
with tradition by issuing the com- 
memorative as a souvenir sheet. 

The present “Italy at work” 
stamps, while acknowledgedly 
beautiful, are larger in size than 
most regular postage stamps and 
therefore represent an added ex- 
pense to the Italian Government. 
The expected “Tourist” set has 
never appeared, but renewed ru- 
mors come from Italy that re- 
placements for the “Italy at Work” 
issue are almost ready. Designs 
have not been announced, but it 
appears virtually certain that the 
new issue when it is released, 
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Interesting . . .

As some of you might remem- 
ber who read here regularly, the 
Zanesville, Ohio Stamp Club has 
endeavored to obtain the first day 
of issue of the Ohio Sesquicenten- 
nial in 1953, or failing that to have 
the stamp placed on first day sale 
at each of the three former capi- 
tals of the state. 

The first one was Chillicothe, 
where the actual first day of is- 
sue will take place, the second is 
Zanesville, and third is the pre- 
sent capital, Columbus. 

But the Post Office Department 
has rejected both ideas, with some 
enlightening comment on_ the 
three city stunt which should be 
of interest and information to all 
collectors. In a letter to Ohio Con- 
gressman Robert T. Secrest of the 
15th District, Postmaster General 
Donaldson stated the following: 

“This will acknowledge your 
letter of March 13th, suggesting 
that the Ohio Sesquicentennial 
stamp proposed for next year be 
placed on first day sale at Chilli- 
cothe, Zanesville, and Columbus, 
all of which have been State Capi- 
tals during the history of Ohio. 

“The first day sale of a com- 
memorative stamp is a task of 
considerable enormity. In addi- 
tion to employing 35 to 50 new 
clerks, special equipment is re- 
quired, some of which must be 
shipped from Washington, D. C. 
The designation of more than one 
post office for these sales also 
reduces the effectiveness of the 
sale and the intrinsic value of 
first day covers in the eyes of 
stamp collectors. The Depart- 
ment would be criticized by col- 
lectors as it would be necessary 
for them to obtain covers from 
all three designated offices in or- 
der to complete their collections. 

“For these reasons it has been 
the policy of the Department to 
designate only one office for the 
release of new stamps.” 

The Rev. Karl Scheufler of the 
Grace Methodist Church Zanes- 
ville, and a veep in the stamp 
club, provided the data above. He 
also suggests that the stamp club 
might go to Chillicothe, about 80 
good road miles away on the first 
day of issue, and buy stamps for 
use on appropriately cacheted 
covers postmarked in Zanesville.

The Government has prepared 
another booklet of interest to 
coin collectors, which likewise 
should have some appeal to stamp 
fans if only for the reason that 
it takes their hard earned coin to 
buy stamps. 

It is titled, “Domestic Coin 
Manufactured By Mints Of The 
United States.” The description 
of the contents states, “For nu- 
mismatists and all others inter- 
ested in coin collecting, this brief 
but complete tabular story of 
gold, silver, and minor coinage at 
the various United States mints 
will be interesting. Beginning 
with the inception of coinage by 
the United States Government 
through the last day of 1950, the 
tables cover standard weight, 
fineness, class, and denomination 
of coinage, including commemo- 
rative coinage, by calendar years.” 

The booklet consists of 35 pages 
and sells for 15c postpaid. When 
ordering give the above title, and 
the Catalog No. T 28.2:C 66/7/950. 
Mail coin or postal money orders, 
no stamps, to the Superintendent 
of Documents, Government Print- 


ing Office, Washington 25, D. C. 
That new scarce one in the 


plate number field, as revealed 
by the Post Office Department's | 
report of plate activity at the) 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing in February, should cause 
some scrambling, and _ possibly 
break a few hearts. 

And the worst part of it is that 
the item is a coil plate number. 
These numbers are trimmed from 
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the finished rolls of stamps and 
it is only by. chance that any part 
of it shows. 

The plate was numbered 24364 
and was assigned to the 3c Presi- 
dential. Only 43,799 impressions 
were made from it. 

Any one coming up with a 
recognizable one of these is en- 
titled to envious glances from his 
fellow collectors, 


A reader noting the report of 
Bureau plate activity asks if all 
the numbered plates listed are 
eventually used. 

The answer to that one, is “No” 
for there have been plates made 
which never have been used for 
the printing of postage stamps. 
Plate number collectors learn this 
information sooner or later and 
scratch such nymbers from their 
want lists. 

The Bureau, like any other in- 
telligently run business, keeps 
reserves of material and equip- 
ment on hand to meet emergen- 
cies caused by the failure or de- 
struction of standard items used 
in production. For postage stamp 
printing, the most vital item is the 
stamp printing plates. 

The Bureau, as it concerns de- 
nominations of heavily used 
stamps, maintains a suitable stock 
of such plates in its vaults which 
can be checked out to the press 
on short notice. 

Should some of the plates wear 
exceptionally well, and should 
the demand for the denomination 
grow less, there is a good pos- 
sibility that some plates for that 
value will never see use, 

How long such plates are kept, 
or whether any stamp printing 
plates have ever been destroyed 
by the Bureau and the Post Of- 
fice Department in late years, I 
do not know. I have a hunch 
they are kept for years and years. 





Most stamp collectors are well 
aware of the fact that George 
Washington was a prominent and 
esteemed Mason. He is always 
included in collections which pic- 
ture Masons or Masonic material. 

But not all such collectors know 
that one of the portraits of the 
1932 Washington Bi-Centennial 
series, the 9-center, was adapted 
from one which pictured him in 
his Masonic regalia. Because the 
Post Office Department has rules 
prohibiting the picturing of any 
person in his fraternal dress, the 
design was almost given the go- 
bye. 

This portrait was painted in 
1795 by W. Williams for the Alex- 
andria, Va. Masonic Lodge which 
still has it. 

The desirability of this picture 
lay in the fact that it is the only 
one actually painted from life 
of Washington in his advanced 
years. Other designs of the series 
show him as a young or middle- 
aged man. 

To make the portrait suitable, 
it was photographed and the fra- 
ternal items touched out. This 
then made the picture suitable for 
a@ stamp and was so used.

Stamp For Sports On 


There are several stamps really 


while there are any number of 
post offices which would fit in 
well. 

First the collector must formu- 
late in his own mind what he 
is trying to do with such covers, 
that is, the extent of his coverage 
and what he is trying to tell, and 
then lay his plans accordingly. 
The use of an up-to-date copy of 
the Postal Guide is almost a must. 





A person who is evidently a 
newcomer to our hobby asks how 
far back he should begin his 
United States collection—and he 
plans to gather mint and used 
singles and mint blocks. 

The first governing factor is 
the size of the pocketbook. An 
average income should in time be 
able to go back to the late 1800’s 
in used, to around 1921 in mint 
singles, and the Famous Ameri- 
cans in mint blocks. A lot of the 
material since 1940 costs not too 
much more than face and is easily 
gotten in mint blocks. With some 
exceptions used U. S. is not diffi- 
cult, and mint singles since 1900 
should offer no problems. 

Set your goal and_ starting 
point, stay within it, and do not 
be distracted by philatelic tempta- 
tions in other fields. In time you 
will have everything within your 
stated limits, and can then read- 
just your sights on a broader scale.

As a result of a notice which 
recently appeared in one of the 
philatelic journals published in 
the United States, the Crown 
Agents Representative has receiv- 
ed many communications con- 
cerning the Crown Agents Stamp 
Bulletin which indicate that con- 
siderable confusion exists about 
the rate of subscription. 

The means whereby it is pos- 
sible to enter a subscription to 
the Bulletin is contained in the 
following directions: 

The Crown Agents Stamp Bul- 
letin is published in London and 
gives details of new British Colon- 
ial Stamp issues, new printings, 
etc. It appears on the first day 
of each month. 

For United States subscribers 
the cost of the Bulletin is $1.40 
for twelve months, post free, by 
SURFACE MAIL — payable 
through the Crown Agents Repre- 
sentative, 1800 K Street, N. W., 
Washington, 6, D. C.

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In England as here, collectors 
are rushing frantically to com- 
plete their George VI collections. 
Market dopesters there join in 
cautioning over-zealous enthusi- 
asts that there are plenty of all 
normal varieties for everybody, 
that interest in odd perforations 
and shades seldom lasts and that, 
when any new reign starts, the 
stamps of the last one lapses into 
the doldrums. Victorian, Edward 
VII and George V issues are all 
in scant demand and are freely 
available at thumping discounts 
in ads throughout the British 
stamp press. The slump in George 
VI issues will set in as soon as the 
Elizabethans begin coming in by 
the bale, so avoid panic buying 
and remember that here in the 
USA nobody gives a whoop about 
perforation variations in British 
colonials — Scott quite rightly 
lumps them together as a rule. 
Collecting holes is silly stuff. 


Wonder why there hasn’t been} 
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find of a batch of 1847 U. S. A. 
covers at the bottom of a well out 
in Iowa. I hope the well was dry. 
The covers were, while stored 
with Pat’s Bob Hope-Bing Crosby 
feuding friend, Tony Russo out in 
Chicago the other day. They will 
probably be showing up at Pat’s 
sales, held all over the landscape 
as the mood stirs him, 


Terrific demand has appeared 
for a well-known pre-World War 
II book which has just become 
available in limited quantity after 
being quite unobtainable for many 
years—Dorn’s Forged Stamps of 
All Countries. The volume runs 
240 pages, covers counterfeits 
from 170 countries, is illustrated 
with 350 diagrams revealing es- 
sential characteristics of the gen- 
uine stamps and of the _ fakes 
where helpful, and is fully in- 
dexed. A lone copy at the King 
sale somewhat over a year ago 
brought $8.50 but these are selling 
for $2.65. As a 1-volume refer- 
ence library on forgeries, Dorn 
is unsurpassed. Too bad _ that 
only a small lot turned up. 


The recently-dispersed Town- 
send stock brought to light a 
small lot of Seebeck postal sta- 
tionery from Honduras, Salvador, 
Nicaragua etc., which had not seen 
the light of day for years. There 
are some 60 varieties and most of 








them are as crisp and fresh as 


a news story on Pat Herst’s recent! though they’d been made yester- 








day. There was big interest in 
such items half a century ago 
when catalogs still listed them. 
Great interest has reappeared 
in our own time, and little 
caches of such unhinged ma- 
terial showing up in unexpected 
corners disappear from the mar- 
ket very rapidly since every 
collector likes something the other 
fellow hasn’t got, especially if its 
showy, in excellent shape and 
cheap. 


Most collectors don’t know that 
an economy-minded Bolivian gov- 
ernment in 1904 undertook to re- 
produce the current 10c stamp 
(Scott’s #74) lithographically just 
as the Ic had been. Results were 
not good and the lithographed 
was never issued. A few sheets 
showed up in the effects of a form- 
er postmaster general and are 
now an inexpensive offer in two 
quarters here in the USA. Items 
of such a nature always make 
one collection stand out over an- 
other—the dead sameness of most 





stamp holdings never fails to 
strike a person seeing a good 
many of them.

Linn called on them recently and 
a pleasant evening was spent by 
all. The Bloss parrot is a highly 
important member of the house- 
hold and recognizes regular call- 
ers, ’tis said. No. 1173 is a favorite 
meeting place for collectors from 
the Hollywood area, for there’s 
always something new and inter- 
esting to see, 


One sideline that is rapidly 
catching on is the collection of 
philatelic exhibition seals. Their 
number is not great, they have 
been and are being issued both 
here and abroad and proofs and 
special printings as well as regu- 
lar varieties are available at mod- 
erate prices (usually a few cents 
a full set) IF you know where 
to look for them. 


A well-known British dealer is 
circulating American stamp re- 
tailers offering to take surplus 
USA first day covers off their 
hands at half face value. He goes 
on to say “It’s not the covers I 
want—they are worthless as such 
over here. I’m after the fine 
used stamps. Just tear off the 
stampbearing corner and get half 
face in exchange for current 
George VI colonials at face.” With 








first day covers a drug on the 
market, it’s hoped that he wil} 
drain a good many off. The trade 
on this side would be a whole. lot 
better off if a few million covers 
were gotten off the market in 
some such way. As it is, it will 
take several generations to ab. 
sorb them. Incidentally, several 
smart operators I know on this 
side have been getting their 
stocks of superbly used commems 
over the past twenty years by 
acquiring job lots of FDC’s “at a 
price” in deals of one sort or an. 
other and then doing away with 
them as such. 


Forgeries of stamps are openly 
bought and sold as such in Britain, 
The famed David Field firm wag 
recently offering the USA 2% 
Washington counterfeits of the 
1920’s singly and by the block, 
The Royale Stamp Company of 
4c Royale Arcade, Old Bond 
Street, London W1 is currently 
offering the Nazi-prepared for.

Student Of 3c 1851 
Claimed By Death 


Leo J. Shaughnessey, long an ar- 
dent philatelist, succumbed to a 
sudden heart attack in Pleasanton, 
Texas on Saturday, March 8 while 
working with his stamps. Funeral 
services were held at St. Andrew’s 
Church in North Pleasanton on 
March 11. Mr. Shaughnessey was 
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born July 25, 1878 in New York 
State, and moved to Texas upon 
his retirement from the Bell Tele- 
phone System. 


The name of Leo Shaughnessey 
will long be remembered in the 
annals of Philately as a pioneer in 
the work of the 3c 1851-57 issue, 
along with that of Messrs, Chase 
and Cabeen.

Philatelic circles, Mr. Shaughnes- 
sey was a member of the Collec- 
tor’s Club of New York, The Amer- 
ican Philatelic Society, The Society 
of Philatelic Americans and The 
Texas Philatelic Society.
